M rs. W. j. LAWLESS of the 
Woman’s Club of Sierra 
Madre greeetd over a hun¬ 
dred members and friends of the 
organization at the opening ses¬ 
sion of the club year on Wednes¬ 
day. She graciously introduced 
the principal speakers, Charles G. 
Adams, city planner and land¬ 
scape architect; Mrs. Grace Y. 
Hudson .State Federation chair¬ 
man of community contacts, and 
Mrs. David Unrah, county Fed¬ 
eration charman of Civic Beauti¬ 
fication. These prominent speak¬ 
ers presented subjects having to 
do with Seirra Madre’s potenti¬ 
alities in the matter of civic 
beautification. 

Many worthwhile suggestions 
were offered by Mr. Adams such 
as planting trees and shrubs in 
a climate and soil as similar as 
possible to their native habitat, 
pointing out the grave mistake of 
a near-by city planting Magnolia 
trees in a desert atmosphere, and 
Karob trees in a swampland. The 
result was ruinous in both cases. 

With reference to billboards 
along highways and streets Mr. 
Adams spoke of the unsightliness 
of five miles of highway leading 
into San Francisco, in which one 
passes a billboard every four 
seconds. He also stated that many 
signs in the store windows are 
detrimental to business, pointing 
out that one sign is often plenty 
and brings better results. 

“Shade trees along the parking 
in the business section of any 
town never hurt business, and are 
far more beautiful than tin signs 
and gasoline pumps," said Mr. 
Adams. 

One major oil company, he said, 
noting the trend and efforts of 
various organizations to remove 
billboards and signs along high¬ 
ways, discarded that means of ad¬ 
vertising, and reported that their 
sales had increased rather than 
decreased, Mr. Adams said. Con¬ 
cluding his denunciation of bill¬ 
boards, Mr. Adams quoted the 
following short poem, 

“I think that I shall never see 
A bilboard lovely as a tree. 

In fact, unless the billboards fall 
I may never see a tree at all.” 

After a well prepared luncheon 
Mr. Adams answered a number of 
questions as to what Sierra 
Madre should plant in the way of 
trees to beautify the highways in 
and near the city. He suggested 
Arizona Ash, many varieties of 
live oak which he said were not 
slow growing if watered and fer¬ 
tilized well. Avocados and flower¬ 
ing eucalyptus are also splendid 
for highways in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Among many helpful suggest¬ 
ions regarding tree planting Mr. 


I 


Adams said it was important to 
plant trees far apart on the 
highways surrounding a foothill 
city so as not to obstruct the 
view of the mountains. He also 
talked at length on the impor¬ 
tance of the uniformity in tree 
planting. 

Several organizations were 
represented at Wednesday’s meet¬ 
ing including Capt. E. G. Everett, 
of the Kiwanis Club and the 
V.F.W.; W. S. Hull representing 
the Chamber of Commerce, and 
A1 S. Myers. City Business Man¬ 
ager, who pledged his hearty sup¬ 
port to any plans the local Plan¬ 
ning Commission may submit 
for the council’s approval.

Learn Why Playground

An investigation to find out 
just why Uncle Sam is ignoring 
the Sierra Madre Grammar 
School has been launched by Ed¬ 
win Ward, Jr., member of the 
local school board, THE NEWS 
learned this week.

Today, months after the project 
was first naively broached to 
Harry Hopkin's organization, the 
dirt is still there. Or rather it’s 
nearly all there. Some of it has 
blown away, of course. Some of 
it—a good deal of it, if you’d 
ask the teachers!— has been 
tracked into the halls and school 
rooms by youngsters who, after 
all, can’t be blamed for playing 
in their own school yard. 

But if the school rooms and the 
grounds have a slightly dusty ap¬ 
pearance now, think how they’re 
going to look after the first good 
Santa Ana wind comes along! 

The board wants to know what 
is holding up the project. 

If the work isn't started soon, 
there's a strong possibility Sierra

Birchfield, general advertising 
manager, and Herbert Deeming, 
editor, Santa Fe magazine. 


the merchandising division of the 
National Retail Dry Goods Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Blanke, whose home is at 271 
North Sunnyside avenue, predic¬ 
ted retail trade throughout the 
country in the closing months of 
1936 will show an improvement 
of between 10 and 12 per cent 
over figures for the corresponding 
1935 period. 

On a country-wide basis, 
Blanke looked for retail sales 
making the best Christmas rec¬ 
ord since 1929. 

“As the fall season gets under 
way general optimism pervades 
industry and trade,” he said, 
“with merchants especially cheer¬ 
ful and looking forward to 1936 
as their best year in the last 
seven. 

“The average consumer, too, is 
feeling better and is pm-chafing 
more freely. The election cam¬ 
paign seems to be having no ef¬ 
fect on business, an encouraging 
sign for the future.” 

Blanke added that consumers 
were buying better quality goods 
and higher priced items than in 
many years, and mentioned the 
heavy buying in home furnishings 
and the large number of major 
electrical appliances which have 
been sold. The increased interest 
in home building alone, he said, 
will insure substantial purchases 
of all kinds of home furnishings 
throughout the coming year. 

Mr. Blanke. whose headquarters 
are in New York, spent part of 
the summer here with his family. 


Orders for fall and Christmas 
merchandise, placed by the Na¬ 
tion’s retail stores this year, will 
aproximate $3,650,000,000, or 
about $250,000,000 in excess of 
the amount of business given pro¬ 
ducers in the same four-month 
period of 1935, according to T. L. 
Blanke, of this city, manager of

property owners late thl3 month. 

The folder shows the county 
plans to spend $13,810,373 for re¬ 
lief, $2,809,693 for administration 
of charities, $8,008,918 for up¬ 
keep of county institutions, $12,- 
980,918 for services to the pub¬ 
lic, $4,453,063 for support of gov¬ 
ernment, $2,208,143 for legal pay¬ 
ments and $2,795,129 for reserves. 

During 1936-37 taxes will bring 
the county a total of $29,961,671; 
aid received from State, $6,708,- 
923; miscellaneous revenue, $3,- 
054,106, and surplus, $7,340,537.

Survey By U.S.C. Professors 
Reveal Local Subscribers 
Greatest Patrons Of Stores 


Poll Shows 68 Per Cent Of 
The Following Favors 
G.O.P. Candidate 


In line with the declaration by 
Governor Frank Merriam of news¬ 
paper week, observed last week 
by THE NEWS, is the announce¬ 
ment of a survey comparing re¬ 
tail buying habits of newspaper 
subscribers with those of non¬ 
subscribers, made by the school 
of Journalism, University of 
Southern California, under the 
direction of Marc N. Goodnow, 
Instructor, and Karl Schlichter as 
associate. 

Based on the fact that Cali¬ 
fornians read more newspapers 
per capita, averaging 360 per 
thousand population against the 
national average of 290, Goodnow 
finds that local community sub¬ 
scribers buy more merchandise in 
their neighborhood than do non¬ 
readers ranging from 14 per cent 
in cosmetics to 22 per cent in 
women’s apparel. 

Local community merchants 
have another advantage in prefer¬ 
ence for their goods, according 
to a cross-section of the survey 
taken entirely among newspaper 
subscribers. Of this group the 
item of toiletries tops the list 
with 76 per cent preference in 
local purchases against 17 per 
cent who trade elsewhere. The 
lowest percentage is shown in 
furniture; 53 against 45 per cent. 

Non-subscribers are shown to 
do more buying in metropolitan 
centers in the items of bedding, 
kitchen-ware, and electrical appli¬ 
ances, as well as women’s ap¬ 
parel and furniture. This was 
compared by Goodnow with the 
buying habits of readers who do 
subscribe to local papers. In the 
latter instance each of the 16 
items surveyed showed local buy¬ 
ing preference. 

Local merchants could even af¬ 
ford to subscribe to their 


California Townsendites by an 
overwhelming majority will sup¬ 
port Governor Alf M. Landon on 
November 3rd, a poll of the 
Townsend State membership con¬ 
ducted by Edward J. Margett, 
California state director .reveals.

Another reason why Townsend¬ 
ites responded so readily to the 
poll, Margett explained, was that 
since it became definitely known 
that Lemke’s name would not 
appear on the ballot, hundreds of 
letters have been received at 
State headquarters asking to
